"Mine and Thine.'" 



"Wo were novov n.vare that the Local 
Government had any intention of borrow- 
ing §810,000, or any other sum, from the 
Dominion, nor do wo beliovo thoy pur- 
jiobu doing any snoh thing. There are 
sums of money in tho Ottawa treasury 
that are 'ours under tho terms of union.' 
* * * To ask for what belongs to us 
is one thing, but to run in debt to the 
Dominion ia quite a different matter." 

Thus tho organ in reply to our 
charge that tho administrators of 
Local Government affairs are about to 
plunge the country into a debt which 
tho youngest man amongst us will not 
live to see wiped off unless wo accept 
the amount borrowed in lieu of the 
very largo sums which are rightly ours 
as indemnity for neu-commeucement 
of railway work in tho Province. We 
do not propose to waste words in coin- 
bating tho position of our contempo- 
rary. We feel sure that argument 
would bo thrown away upon it. The 
more stoutly we might proclaim our 
convictions the more loudly would our 
friend roar that wo were wrung. It is 
paid to make tho worse appear the 
better cause. With its columns stuff- 
ed to overflowing with^ Government 
"pap" it is quite ready to swear the 
legs off an iron pot, or certify that the 
wind ia from the East when every one 
knows it is from tho West. But, 
whilst vre shall leave our contempora- 
ry to the enjoyment of its vagaries and 
its"pap," we arojnot willing that it shall 
mislead the public with respect of tho 
true meaning and effect of tho finan- 
cial scheme of the Local Government. 
It is one thing to make an assertion, 
and another to prove it. Wo pro- 
pose with tho aid of authorities 
that cannot bo called in ques- 
tion to show that the country has been 
brought to the very vergo of financial 
rain; that at this moment it is press 
ing rapidly on towards tho brink of a 
precipice, and that nothing can save it 
from going over but a refusal of Mr. 
Mackenzie to take advantage of the 
simplicity, ignorance, folly or dishon- 
esty (call it what you will) of tho Lo- 
cal Government by lending '.hem the 
largo sum of money they are now- 
asking for at his hands. Under 
Section 2 of the Terms of Union it is 
provided that British Columbia, not 
having incurred debts equal to thoso 
of other Provinces, shall be entitled 
to receive by half-yearly payments, in 
advance from tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, interest at the rate of five per 
cent, per annum on the difference be- 
tween the actual ai it of its indebt- j 
ednoss from tho d . ox the Union and j 
the indebtedness per head of tho pop- 
ulation of Nova Scotia and New Brims- ] 
wick, the population of British Col- 
umbia being taken at GU.000. The 
"difference' referred to was found to 
bo about $5900,000, which, at 5 per cent, 
per annum, yields to tho Province an 
annual subsidy of $-15,000, which is 
paidjua by Canada, Tins $900,000 is 
the sum the organ says is "ours un- 
der the terms of union;" it is the very 
money in consideration of the pay- 
ment of which tho DeCosmos Ministry, 
in 1874, proposed to relax the terms 
of union; and it is tho same sum that 
the Walkeru Ministry have introduced 
into their financial scheme of 1875, and 
which they are now spending (in ad- 
vance of receipt) on certain public 
works. Tho claim that the money is 
"ours under the terms of union," is 
quite new. It is probably original with 
tho organ, 'for we find on reference to 
"An Act respecting Articles 2 and 12 
of the Terms of Union," passed by tho 
Local House in 1871, the following 
section : 

"1. Notwithstanding anything contain- 
ed in Article 2 of Uiu Terms of Union 
aforesaid, its/tall be lawful for tho Gov- 
ernment of British Columbia " ' * to 
apply for and receive from the Dominion 
Government such sums of money as shall 
together not exceed tho difference be- 
tween tho actual debt and tho allowed 
debt of tho Province." 

There is nothing said here about Lhe 
money being "ouih under the terms of 
union." On the contrary, tho clause 
expressly states "notwithstanding" any- 
thing contained in the terms of Union, 
'if shall be lawful" for tho Government to 
draw the money. The fact that the 
Government found it necessary to pas;, 
the Act from which wo quote the sec- 
tion shows that the money was not 
"ours" under the terms, mid that the 
Ministry did not consider if'ours." We 
shiul presently show that it is not 
"ours" even now. Section 3 of the 
Dame Act Bays: 

"It shall bo lawful for tho Province of 
British Columbia to REFUND, at any- 
time-, to tho Dominion the sums so ad- 
vanced us aforesaid to bo hold upon and 
subjoot to the sunie conditions by the 
Dominion Government us tho moneys 
now hold by them." 

"Refund" means, according to 
Webster, "to pay back, to restore 
with interest that which waa taken;" that 
in,borr»wed. Men or Gowernmentsdo not 
usually refund money received as a 
gift, nor do thoy pass an Act of Par- 
liament to enable them to pay back 
what belongs to thorn. What, then, 
js to bo inferred from Section 3 ? Why, 
hat tho Local Government when they 
d th« Act of 1874 know tho mon-

ey was to bo advanced as a loan — 
elso why did they take authority to 
"refund" it? If the money was "ours 
under the terms of union " why pass 
tho Act at all; if it was not to bo ad- 
vanced as a loan, why make a "re 
fund" lawful ? Strong as these quota- 
tions appear in support of our posi- 
tion we have still stronger evidence to 
come. We have before us the Cana- 
dian Statutes for 187-1. Among them 
wo find "An Act to authorize the ad- 
vance of a certain Bum to the Province 
of British Columbia for tho construc- 
tion of a Graving Dock at Esquiimilt 
and for othor purposes." Section 2 
of the Act reads: 

"2. Tho Governor in Council may in 
his discretion advance from time to time 
to any Provinoe of Canada such sums as 
may be required for "local improvements 
in tho Province, and not exceeding in the 
whole the amount by which the debt of 
tho Province fur which Canada is respon- 
sible thou falls slion of tho debt with 
which tho Province was allowed to enter 
the Union— SUCH ADVANCES TO BE 
DEEMED ADDITIONS TO THE 
DEBT OF THE PROVINCE, with per- 
mission to tho Province to repay them to 
Canada, on such notice, in such sums and I 
on Biioh other conditions as the Dominion | 
Government and that of the Province may- 
agree upon; any amount so repaid boing 
deducted from the debt of tho Province 
in calculating the subsidy payable to it." 

Bear in mind thai this Act was 
passed on the - 2f>Lli May, 1874, two 
months and twenty-four days subso 
quent to the date of the passago of 
the local Act, which was passed on 
the "id of March; that the promoter of 
the Act in tho Local House was also 
the instigator of tho Act in Die Com 
mous; and that he and his Governnienl j 
must have been well aware of the mi- 
turo and scope of both Acts. How do ! 
they stand in the eyes of the country 
to-day? As knaves or fools ? If they 
are knaves they must regard the peo- 
ple as fools. If thoy are fools thoy 
should be made to "step down and 
out" from tho positions they occupy 
only to disgrace. Read these signifi- 
cant words once more: "Such advances 
to bo deemed additions to the debt of the 
Province." Could anything bo cleaior or 
plainer? "He who runs may read" 
and understand that if wo take this 
money from Canada we shall be in her 
debt to the amount of $900,00(1. We 
can not see how there can bo (he 
slightest misapprehension on this 
head any longer. With the sections 
we have quoted before them wo call 
on the people from one end of the 
Province to the other to protest 
against any money that is not "ours 
under the Terms of Union" being ac- 
cepted from Canada until Canada has 
made good her railway obligations, or 
until the amount of indemnity to 
which wo are entitled in consequence 
of the violated railway obligation 1ms 
been finally settled. If we take this 
largo loan from Canada wo aro gone 
beyond the hopo of redemption, and 
railway work may bo dolayed many 
years, for wo shall be powerless to 
raise a hand in our own defence.

B. I. Items. —Tho Hastings Mills havo 
boon shut down for repairs and tho bark 
Yokohama has been towed to Utsalady 
whero sho will take in a cargo of lumber. 

Politics and Road Repair- 
ing. 

Editor Colonist: Hitherto the 
wen to act as road bosses havo boon 
appointed for their merit as workmen 
and mechanics. Since the advent of 
tho Walkom ministry tho thing is dif- 
ferent. Now 110 mau can bo a road- 
boss unless he has political inllueuce. 
The appointment of a boss on the road 
between Bridge Creek and Barker- 
viile, a distanco of 250 miles, may 
look like a piece of economy, but it 
is not bo; but a sourco of annoyance 
and expense to everybody. Every 
man having to do willi the road is 
grumbling and does not hesitate to 
say that the load boss got his appoint- 
ment as pay for his brother's serving 
in tho legislature as supporter of the 
Government, ami not lor his ability 
as a workman. Last season the man 
was sick, and the public felt like put- 
tinr»up with considerable inconven 
ience; but this year thoy liud it is 
not sickness but. incomptenec that 
ails him, and growling is consequently 
the order of the day. 

1 will now give you an account of a 
stage trip from Clinton. On the 16th 
mat. when near the 83 mile post, the 
stage got down into a mud hole; pas- 
sengers had to return in the dronch- 
ing rain to the house while the stage- 
driver got assistance to unload his 
waggon, and by tho use of a bull 
team succeeded in getting his wagon 
drawn out after a hiss of 1 hours. This 
occured at one o'clock 111 the morn- 
ing. Further on, near the 127 mile 
post, thero wftH another hole to avoid 
miring in which the -woo Js had to be 
resorted to. In this same hulc two 
davs later Dick Phare passed two 
daysntthe not. very profitable work of 
unloading and reloading iii-s wagon — 
no small job. At Deep Creek the 
bridge was carried away, April 17th, 
ami has not yet bjcti replaced, teams 
and stages fording as bent they can. 
Iu the trip above referred to, the hor- 
ses were unable to get the stage 
through, and team and wagon were 
fast in tho middle of the creek. Lady 
passengers had to bo carried over, and 
the stage wagons unloaded, freight 
was damaged and the mails wet. This 
also occured at night time. Although 
this bridge was carried away two 
months ago, not a man or a stick of 
timber wherewith to replace the bridge 
is vet to bo seen. Between Soda 
Creek and Quesnel the road is simp- 
ly horrible. Above Quesnel teams- 
ters say that no such state of things ever 
existed as exists at present. Tho 11 
mile bridgo is impassable for heav\ 
teams, being broken iu the middle, 
land it has been so for four weeks. 
Beaver Pass bridge is afloat and dan- 
gerous for titagrs to pass .over. On 
Sunday loth, at tho old Blaughter- 
house.iitage found from 3J to -i feet of 
water 1 u the road, but succeeded in got t - 
ing through; the next day. Mr. Beedy 
tried the same experiment but stuck 
fast and was obliged to unhitch ami 
leavo his wagon, which is there yet, and 
will remain so as long as people will 
submit to incompetence. The fact is 
the whole work of repairing roads is 
a perfect bunglo from Clinton up- 
wards. There should be throe road 
bosses instead of one- IU or 50 men 
instead of 10 or 12 and tin.' bosses 
should uttond to their work and leave 
political jobbing for those who are not 
in receipt of Pap. My proposition is 
to separate the two onicers.Road Ross 
and Government Touter and in every 
possible instance employ bosses for 
their practical experience and look- 
ali i-e qualities.

Eastern States. 

New Yoke, Juno 23. — Gold closed 
17^; stocks active but weak. 

Nkw York, June 28. — Beocher was 
interviewed Saturday on u railroad 
train by a 'World' reporter, to whom 
he expressed a conviction that the 
jury stands eleven in his favor to one 
agiiinst.

p. 111. the jury retired to their usual 
resting place, and at 10 o'clock the 
Court House was lockod for tho night. 

Washington, June 28. — Thecomp- 
troller of the currency to-day advised 
tho Secretary of tho Treasury of the 
issuo of $1,615,570, of nationnl bank 
currency sinco May 27th, upon which 
80 per cent, ot legal tender noted will 
be* redeemed as provided by law. The 
whole amount of additional circula- 
tion issued since tho passage of the 
Act of January Uthe last :'■ $7,783,520; 
outstanding legal tenders during July 
will bo $375,7'jl,r»80. 

Europe 

London, June 28. — A dispatch from 
Berlin says Prince Fredrick Wil- 
liam will assist tho manoouvers of tho 
German iron-clad fleet from Sunday 
until Monday. Tho American squad- 
ron will witness tho display. 

Dublin, June 28. — Tho Lord Mayor 
of London and suite arrived this morn- 
ing; they wero called on by the Lord 
Mayor and Corporation of Dublin iu 
state and conducted to the Mansion 
House. They afterwards attended a 
n-view of (10,000 troops at Phoenix 
Park.

Tho Tory press pursues, in regard 
to Mr.Edgar's candidature forMonok, 
its usual tactics, and, having little to 
say in favour of its own candidate, trios 
to damago Mr. Edgar's character by- 
false assertions. One of tho charges 
against him is such as could iiud fa- 
vour only with tho most short-sighted 
malevolence, for recent history is forth- 
coming to disprove tho malicious 
diatribes of his opponents. Tho great 
charge mado against him is that ho 
failed as a diplomatist. Now, it may 
bo remarked, that even if ho failed as 
a diplomatist, this would be no proof 
that ho would not make a good mem- 
ber of Parlament, because tho duties 
of a membor of Parliament and of a 
diplomatist are not ouoand the same. 
But as a fact ho did not fail. At tho 
time Mr. Edgar was commissioned by 
the Premier to visit British Columbia 
thero was in that Province a state of 
feeling which might havo issued iu 
measures injurious to the peace of tho 
Dominion. So delicate was tho con- 
dition of things that Mr. Mackenzo 
felt tho necessity of sending an active 
agent to tho spot. Mr. Edgar was 
tixod on to visit tho Provinco with tho 
vidw of bringing about a settlement 
of tho differences. He succeeded in 
bringing tho British Columbians to 
terms, and Mr. Walkem's visit to Eng- 
land was tho result of his mission, to- 
gether with tho ultimate settlement. 
But for Mr. Edgar's visit to British 
Columbia we might now bo in a state 
of feud with our Pacific Coast fellow- 
citizens. That Mr. Walkem went off 
to England is no fault of Mr. Edgar's, 
but must be laid at tho door of Mr. 
W alkem's ambition to visit Downing- 
stroet and seo a little of tho world. 

Tho reason why Mr. Edgar was 
sent across the Continent is given in a 
letter of the Prime Minister's to Mr. 
Walkom— a letter which disposes of 
the strange accusation that Mr. Edgar 
went without instructions. The letter 
is as follows: — 

Ottawa, Feb. 16th, 1874. 

Dear Sin: —Allow mo to introduce 
Mr. James D. Edgar, of Toronto, who 
visito your Provinco on public business 
for tho Government. Mr. Edgar will 
confer with yourself and other members 
of the Government of Columbia 011 
tho questions lately agitating tho pub- 
lic mind in Columbia, and will bo glad 
to receive your views regarding the 
policy of tho Government on the con- 
struction of the railway. But for the 
meeting of Parliament iu four weeks 
some members of tho Government 
would have visited your Province; but 
Mr. Edgar as a public man is well 
known here, and fully understands 
the question he will discuss with you. 
* * * * ^\' hnvo iuduced Mr. 
Edgar to go to Columbia, as wo 
thought you would prefer a full con- 
ference with an agent to a tedious and 
possibly unsatisfactory correspon- 
dence. I havo the honor to bo, 
Yours truly, 
(Signed) A. Mackenzie. 

Hon. G. A. Walkem, 
Attorney- General, 
Victoria, British Columbia. 
Mr. Edgar conferred with tho Govern- 
ment of British Columbia and also 
with the leaders of the Opposition. 
He likewise made himself acquainted 
with British Columbian opinions, tho 
result being the satisfactory settlement 
of tho question at issue. To say that 
Mr. Edgai was not instructed is as 
absurdly untrue as to say he did not 
succeed; and when it is considered 
how much depended on a good under- 
standing between the Canadian Gov- 
ernment and the Local Government in 
British Columbia, and abovo all be- 
tween tho Canadian Government and 
the people of tho Pacific Province, it 
will bo admittod tkat the money spent 
011 tho mission was well laid out. 



Disturbances in Baroda. 



"Mulhar Rao," says tho "Times of 
India," of May 2, "is still at Madras, 
where ho takes daily drives through 
tho city, attendod by tho police. Ho 
seemoa at first to bo under tho im- 
pression that it was tho intention of 
tho Government to deport him to tho 
Audamans, but the proclamation dis- 
tinctly states that he is to bo allowed 
to choose a place of residence in Bri- 
tish India. On Wednesday a number 
of tho people of Baroda, armed with 
sticks and stones, paraded the streets, 
and severely assaulted several Euro- 
pean officers and tho commander of 
the Guikwaree troops, Gen. Dovino. 
It appears that all the shops in the 
city wero closed, as is usual when the 
gadeo is vacant. ThoSJJFouzdav re- 
monstrated with the shop-keepers, 
threatened, abused, and ultimately 
bent them. Riot ensued, and as there 
wero rumours that the territory was to 
bo annexed, the rioters determined to 
havo a Manarajuh, so they put Lux- 
meobai's child on the gadeo, and af- 
terwards sought for Damodhar Punt 
and Gujanund, upon whom to wreak 
their vengeance. About 160 arrests 
were mado, including tho leading 
jewellers. When order had been 
restored, Sir R. Meade sent 
for tho merchants and Boverely 
censured them and ordered them to 
reopen their shops, or they would bo 
lined under the Baroda law. Ho pro- 
mised to liberate the four leading 
jewelers on bail, and assured them 
that Government did not intondto an- 
nex the Stato. Capt. Jackson, who 
was rather severely handled by tho 
mob, had to lire upon them in self- 
dofonco, and a boy was shot and an- 
oter native wounded. Damodhur 
Punt's house was looted and his fami- 
ly turned into the streols. Tho disaf- 
fection sproad to Etola, a station on 
the railway lino some littlo distanco 



from Baroda. A neighboring village 
was looted, and the Government tele- 
graph wires cut. Tho mob next tried 
to make a breach in tho railway Hup, 
aud a gate-keeper, to whom they ap- 
plied for assistance, was severely beat- 
on by them for refusing to lend his aid. 
Order lias now been restored, and tho 
city is occupied by a body of native 
and European troops. As soon as the 
disturbance had been quelled, Mulhar 
Ruo's two Ranees were removed to 
camp, and subsequently sent to Bom- 
bay by special tram, they aro sup- 
posed to have boon the instigators of 
tho outbreak, and havo been sont to 
join Eulhar Rao iu Madras."
